Foreign  and  Colonial  Tariff  and  Customs  Regulations ;  Commercial  Statis¬ 
tics  ;  Forms  of  Certificates  of  Origin;  Regulations  concerning  Commercial 
Travellers;  Sources  of  Supply,  Prices,  etc.,  of  Trade  Products;  Shipping 
and  Transport,  etc. 

Samples  of  foreign  competitive  goods  and  commercial  products  which  are 
received  from  abroad  from  time  to  time  are  exhibited  at  the  OflBces  of  the 
Department. 

Samples  of  goods  of  German  and  Austrian  manufacture  which  were  sold  in 
British  markets  abroad  and  in  certain  foreign  markets  are  on  exhibition  in 
the  Sample  Rooms  of  the  Department — see  notice  on  p.  120. 

The  British  Industries  Fair,  1917,  was  held  at  the  Victoria  and  Albert 
Museum  and  the  Imperial  Institute,  London,  from  26th  February  until 
9th  March.  Concurrently  with  the  Loudon  Fair,  a  Fair  was  held  at 
Glasgow.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Board  of  Trade  to  hold  a  Fair  every 
year.

PORTUGAL. 

Governo  ”  (Lisbon)  of  27th  August  publishes  a  Law

Geral  da  Agricultura  ” ;  the  price  charged  will  exclude  cost  of  transport  by 
rail,  which  will  be  paid  by  the  State.  The  Government  will  also  establish 
special  stations  for  the  demonstration  of  and  instruction  in  the  use  of  agri¬ 
cultural  machinery  and  implements.  See  Note  f  folloiving.

Tlie  Acting  British  Consul  at  Fez  (Mr.  J.  Dawkins)  reports  that  a  firm 
of  Moorish  subjects  established  at  that  port

is  stated  to  be  a  demand  : — Socks,  shirts,  and  under¬ 
clothing  of  vjool,  cotton,  and  silk;  braces;  cloth 
caps,  s^raiv  hats  and  sun  helmets;  handkerchiefs;

VENEZUELA. 

H.M.  Vice-Consul  at  Caracas  (Mr.  T.  Ifor  Rees)  has  furnished  the  following 
notes  on  certain  imports  into  Venezuela: — 

There  is  a  large  consumption  of  enamelled  ware  in  Venezuela.  Prior  to  the 
VJara  Germany  supplied  practically  the  whole  of  the 

^  ■  imports  of  this  ware,  the  weight  and  price  of  the  British 

article  militating  against  its  importation.  The  United  States  is  now  supply¬ 
ing  the  market,  but  it  is  said  that  the  American  goods  are  liable  to  chip  and 
scale  away. 

Lamp  glass  shades  of  all  kinds  were  formerly  imported  from  Germany  and 

Lamp  Glass  Shades.  and  these  goods  have  now  to  be  obtained 

va  from  tlic  United  States. 


The  manager  of  a  British  company*  in  Caracas  states  that  he  has  never 

Electrical  Accessories,  United  Kingdom  the 

following  electrical  accessories: — Shade  holders, 
sockets,  cord  adjusters,  porcelain  rosettes,  snap  switches  with  slotted  base,  attach¬ 
ment  plugs,  bushes,  decorative  sockets,  plug  cut-outs,  fuse  plugs,  and  porcelain 
and  glass  shades  with  2:1^  inch  lip  of  very  light  weight.  Supplies  of  these 
articles  also  are  at  present  being  obtained  from  the  United  States. 


There  seems  little  probability  of  United  Kingdom  toys  supplanting  tho^e  of 
German  make  in  Venezuela,  as  the  price  and  qualit}’  of 
Toys.  the  German  productions  are  all  in  their  favour.  The 

workmanship  of  some  recently  imported  British  toys  was 
good,  but  their  price  was  prohibitive,  the  goods  were  badly  packed,  and 
the  packing  it.self  was  too  heavy  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Customs  duties 
are  levied  on  the  gross  weight.

Just  previous  to  the  commencement  of  tlie  war  Germany  was  successfully 
encroaching  upon  the  United  Kingdom’s  trade  with 
Machetes.  Venezuela  in  machetes.  The  United  Kingdom  article 
has  enjoyed  and  still  enjoys  an  excellent  reputation, 
but  German  firms  introduced  a  machete  similar  to  that  of  United  Kingdom 
make,  at  the  same  price,  but  of  lighter  weight  and  apparently  of  better 
temper.  The  native  labourers  seemed  disposed  to  adopt  the  German 
machete  on  account  cf  its  temper  and  liglitness. 

01a*sware,  brushes,  musical  instruments,  pens,  and  lamps  were  also  very 
largely  imported  into  V'enezuela  from  Germany  prior 
to  the  war.  It  is  expected  that  the  United  States 
firms  will  not  retain  all  the  trade  they  have  been 
enabled  to  do  in  these,  us  well  as  other,  goods 
during  the  last  three  years,  and  that  some  of  it  will 
H.M.  V’ice-Consul  sjtecially  refers  to  glass >vare  as  a 
trade  to  which  Unice<i  Kingdom  manufacturers  and  exporters  could  profitably 
pay  attention.

COUNTRIES  ABROAD. 


Confidential  Information. 

Firms  in  the  United  Kingdom  desirous  of  receiving  confidential  inform¬ 
ation  as  to  opportunities  for  the  extension  abroad  of  those  branches  of  trade 
in  which  they  are  specially  interested,  and  as  to  other  connected  matters, 
may,  upon  application,  have  their  names  placed  on  a  Special  Register  at  the 
Department  of  Commercial  Intelligence. 

The  confidential  information  communicated  to  firms  so  registered  relates 
mainly  to  openings  for  British  trade  abroad,  and  is  received  from  His 
Majesty’s  Trade  Commissioners  and  the  Imperial  Trade  Correspondents  in 
the  British  Dominions,  the  Board  of  Trade  Correspondents  in  other  parffS  of 
the  Empire,  and  from  His  Majesty’s  Consular  Officers  in  Foreign  Countries, 
supplemented  by  information  from  other  sources  available  to  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Commercial  Intelligence. 

Firms  inscribed  on  the  Register  may  indicate  the  particular  lines  of  trade 
to  which  the  information  to  be  sent  to  them  should  relate,  and  a  classified 
list  of  subjects  is  sent  to  all  applicants  for  registration  with  this  object. 
During  1916,  576  separate  circulars  were  issued  (to  the  number  of  128,662 
copies)  to  firms  on  the  Special  Register  interested  in  the  particular  branches 
of  trade  to  which  the  circulars  related. 

A  small  charge  is  made  for  the  service,  which  iticludes  the  regular  supply 
of  the  “Board  of  Trade  Journal.’’  Firms  whose  names  are  inscribed  on  the 
!^gister  are  required  to  pay  an  annual  fee  of  One  Guinea  to  the  Accountant- 
Gleneral  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  7,  Whitehall  Gardens,  London,  S.W.  1. 

The  “  Journal  ”  itself  contains  information  as  to  openings  for  British 
trade  abroad  and  as  to  other  matters  of  interest  to  British  traders  generally. 
Information  published  in  it  is  not  repeated  by  circular  to  firms  whose  names 
are  on  the  Special  Register;  the  confidential  information  communicated  to 
the  latter  is  confined  to  matters  which,  at  the  time,  have  not  been  published 
in  the  “Journal,”  or  are  not  intended  to  be  published  at  all.

The  Exhibition  is  open  to  British  manufacturers  and  exporters  of 
British  goods  every  week-day  between  the  hours  of  10  a.m.  and  5  p.m. ; 
Saturdays  10  a.m.  to  1  p.m. 

The  samples,  which  number  approximately  3,000,  are  of  considerable 
variety,  and  are  labelled  with  prices  (where  available),  and  the  name  of  the 
country  in  which  the  goods  are  sold.  Certain  of  the  samples  represent 
recent  designs  from  enemy  sources,  and  should  be  of  interest  to  British 
manufacturers  desirous  of  obtaining  information  respecting  the  new  styles  of 
goods  at  present  being  manufactured  in  enemy  countries.

EXHIBITION  OP  UNITED  KINGDOM  GOODS  IN  NEW  ZEALAND. 
Display  organised  by  H.M.  Trade  Commissioner. 

H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  in  New  Zealand  (Mr.  K.  W.  Dalton)  reports, 
under  date  3rd  August,  that  the  exhibition  of  United  Kingdom  goods  which 
he  organised  in  connection  with  the  South  Taranaki  Winter  Show,  held  at 
Hawera  from  2nd  to  7th  July,  was  entirely  successful.  Mr.  Dalton  recalls 
that  the  Directors  of  the  8th  Dominion  Dairy  Show  made  him  an  offer  of  free 
space  to  the  extent  of  3, COO  square  feet  for  United  Kingdom  exhibits,  and  he 
immediately  sent  out  some  400  circulars  to  the  local  representatives  of  home 
firms  inviting  their  participation  in  tliis  Exhibition.  More  than  200  replies 
were  received,  in  nearly  every  case  cordially  approving  the  idea,  but  owing 
to  the  impossibility  of  securing  goods,  a  great  many  firms  were  unable  to 
promise  to  take  part.  Eventually  tweiitj'-seven  firms  were  able  to  exhibit  in 
the  “  British  Trade  Exhibition,”  and  the  exhibits  included  tobacco  goods, 
vet^inary  chemicals,  insecticides,  fertilisers,  rubber  goods,  ])aints  and 
varnishes,  Manchester  goods,  condenseii  milk,  provisions,  confectionery,  oil 
engines,  cutlery,  motor  cj’cles  and  motor  supplies,  pianos  and  musical 
instruments,  and  fine  art  publications.  The  watchword  of  this  Exhibition, 
as  stated  in  the  catalogue,  was  “  British  Goods  for  British  People.” 

The  firms  taking  part  left  all  the  arrangements  in  H.M.  Trade  Com¬ 
missioner’s  hands,  including  the  allocation  of  space,  the  preparation  of  plans 
for  the  construction  of  stands,  and  the  decoration  of  the  hall  and  stands, 
exhibitors  Ixdng  thus  free  of  all  preparatory  work  other  than  the  arrangement 
of  the  display  of  their  goods.  The  total  cost  of  the  Exhibition,  which  it  was 
decided  should  he  divided  amongst  the  various  exhibitors,  was  £151,  which 
sum  when  shared  between  the  participating  firms  amounted  to  Is.  per  s(|uare 
foot  for  the  complete  stand  ready  for  occup.ation.  No  account  exceeded  £14, 
and  man}'  were  under  £5.  For  this  sum,  very  slight  on  home  standards  and 
absurdly  small  on  New  Zealand  standards  (where  prices  of  labour  and 
material  are  much  higher),  exhibitors  received  an  advertisement  for  a  week 
in  an  important  and  wealthy  province  of  New  Zealand.  Mr.  Dalton  has 
forwarded  many  press  extracts  showing  the  wide  publicity  which  the 
Exhibition  received. 

Exhibitors,  adds  H.M.  Trade  Commissioner,  were  extremely  gratified  with 
the  results  of  this  venture,  which  they  regarded  as  in  the  nature  of  an  experi¬ 
ment.  They  think  that  its  success  justifies  the  belief  that  the  exhibition  of 
British  goods  in  the  Dominion  in  more  normal  times  will  i)rove  a  valuable 
means  ot  developing  trade.

Persons  or 
firms  in  the  United  Kingdom  are  therefore  prohibited  from  trading  with 
any  person  or  firm  of  enemy  nationality  in  any  of  those  countries,  even 
though  such  person  or  firm  is  not  mentioned  by  name  in  the  Statutory 
List. 

Note  (4). — In  order  to  minimise  as  far  as  possible  any  inconvenience 
which  may  be  caused  to  British  traders  by  the  dislocation  of  export  trade 
owing  to  the  inclusion  in  the  Statutory  List  of  a  former  connection,  the 
Foreign  Trade  Department  is  collecting  and  classifying  the  names  of  non¬ 
enemy  firms  who  may  be  able  to  act  as  substitutes  for  firms  mentioned 
in  the  Statutory  List.  A  considerable  amount  of  information  is  already 
available  at  the  B'oreign  Trade  Department,  and  it  is  in  many  cases  possible 
to  suggest  the  names  of  satisfactory  substitutes  without  the  necessity 
of  referring  the  matter  abroad.  The  Department  is,  however,  prepared 
on  application  to  enquire  of  His  Majesty’s  Representatives  abroad  for

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the  names  of  .suitable  substitutes.  When  the  applicant  wishes  this  done 
by  telegraph  he  is  required  to  undertake  to  pay  the  cost  of  telegraphic 
correspondence.  It  would  greatly  facilitate  the  work  of  the  Foreign 
Trade  Department  if  applicants  in  making  enquiries  would  si>ecify  the 
particular  trade  or  trades  for  which  substitutes  are  required. 

Note  (5). — The  Statutory  List  for  each  country  is  telegraphed,  on 
the  day  of  issue,  to  His  Majesty’s  Representative  in  that  countr3-,  who  is 
instructed  to  notify  accordingly  British  Consular  Officers,  to  whom  persons 
abroad  should  apply  for  information  as  to  names  on  the  List.  Persons 
and  firms  in  the  United  Kingdom  with  agencies  or  branches  abroad  w-ould, 
however,  be  well  advised  to  furnish  such  agencies  or  branches  with  issues 
of  the  Lists  as  they  appear.  The  Lists  for  all  countries  in  Central  or 
South  America  are  also  telegraphed  to  His  Majestj-’s  Ambassador  at 
Washington,  who  transmits  them  to  H..M.  Consul-General  at  New  York 
and  to  other  centres  in  the  United  States  likely  to  be  interested. 

Note.  (b). — It  is  not  unusual  for  firms  in  Holland  and  the  Netherlands 
East  Indies  to  be  registered  under  names  commencing  wich  descriptive 
terms  such  as  “Handel  Maatschappj’ ’’  (Trading  Company’)  or  “Naam- 
looze  Venootschap  ”  (Limited  Liability  Company).  In  such  cases  it  has 
been  found  more  convenient  to  publish  the  firm  under  its  proper  name, 
followed  by  the  general  descriptive  term  “  Handel  Maatschapp^-  ’’  or  “  Naam- 
looze  Venootscliap  ”  (N.V.),  as  in  the  case  of  an  Knglish  company.  For 
in.stance,  Handel  Maatschappj-  van  den  Berg  &  Companj*,  and  Naam- 
looze  Venootschap  de  Komeet  v/h  Uumonceau  Freres  will  be  found  under 
“Berg”  and  “Komeet”  respectively-,  and  not  under  “Handel”  or 
“  Naamlooze.”

The  List 
is  thus  complete  to  date,  and,  within  the  limits  of  the  available  supply, 
British  firms  may  obtain  gratis  copies  of  the  List  on  application,  either 
personally  or  by  letter,  to  the  Department  of  Commercial  Intelligence, 
73,  Basinghall  Street,  London,  E.C.  2.  In  making  written  application, 
envelopes  should  be  marked  “  Prohibited  Exports.” 
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EXPORTS  OF  WOOL. 

Forthcoming  Conference. 

The  Director  of  the  War  Trade  Department  notifies  that  the  next  Con¬ 
ference  to  consider  questions  affecting  the  export  of  wool  will  be  held  at  the 
War  'I'rade  Department,  4,  Central  Buildings,  Westminster,  London,  S.W^.  1, 
on  6th  November,  at  10.30  a.m.,  and  that  admission  will  be  exclusively  by 
ticket. 

Applications  for  tickets  to  attend  the  Conference  should  be  made  by  letter, 
marked  “  Wool  Conference,”  addressed  to  the  Secretary  ^Wool  Sub-Com¬ 
mittee),  War  Trade  Department,  as  above,  and  should  be  in  his  possession 
not  later  than  26th  October.  Applications  can  only  be  considered  if  made 
by  an  official  of  a  Chamber  of  Commerce,  or  similar  organisation  interested, 
who  should  state  the  name  of  the  representative  authorised  to  attend  on 
behalf  of  the  organisation. 

The  Secretary  sliould  be  notified  at  an  early  date  of  any  matters  which  it 
is  desired  to  bring  up  for  discussion,  in  order  that,  if  approved,  they  may  be 
added  to  the  agenda. 

EXPORTS  OF  RAW  HORSE  HIDES  AND  CALF  SKINS. 

The  Director  of  the  War  Trade  Department  announces  that  applications 
for  licences  for  the  export  of  raw  horse  hides  and/or  calf  skins  will  not  be 
considered  unless  evidence  accompanies  each  application  to  the  effect  that  the 
hides  and/or  skins  in  question  have  been  recently  examined  by  an  Insjjector 
authorised  by  the  Director  of  Raw  Materials  and  have  been  rejected  as  being 
unsuitable  for  present  home  recjuirements.  (D.C.I.  49,376.) 


FURTHER  RESTRICTIONS  ON  USE  OF  MOTOR  SPIRIT. 

The  Hoard  of  Trade  have  made  an  Order,  dated  11th  October,  with  the 
‘object  of  preventing  evasion  of  the  regulations  under  which  the  distribution 
of  motor  spirit  is  controlled,  and  of  providing  as  far  as  possible  for  the  limi¬ 
tation  of  the  use  of  motor  spirit  to  the  essential  needs  of  the  country.  The 
Order,  which  is  known  as  the  Motor  Spirit  Restriction  Order  (No.  2),  1917, 
is  to  the  effect  that  on  and  after  1st  November,  no  person  shall  use,  or  cause 
or  permit  to  be  used,  any  petrol  or  petrol  substitutes  for  the  purpose  of 
driving  any  motor  vehicle  or  motor  boat  or  for  any  other  purpose  except  as 
is  hereinafter  expressly  authorised. 

Petrol  or  petrol  substitute  may  be  used,  provided  it  is  obtained  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  a  motor  spirit  licence  issued  by  the  Petrol  Control 
Dei)artment  of  the  Board  of  Trade  for  the  following  purposes : — 

(a)  for  driving  a  motor  vehicle  in  respect  of  which  motor  car  duty  is 
payable  under  Section  36  of  the  Finance  (1909-10)  Act,  1910,  where 
such  vehicle  is  used — 

(1)  in  the  conveyance  of  a  person  or  goods  to  or  from  the  nearest 

convenient  railway  station  in  connection  w’ith  a  raihvay 
journey  and  where  no  other  means  of  conveyance  is  reasonably 
available ; 

(2)  for  the  purpose  of  the  profession,  trade  or  business  carried  on 

by,  or  the  necessary  household  affairs  of,  the  person  on  whose 
behalf  the  motor  vehicle  is  being  used  where  the  journey 
cannot  otherwise  be  reasonably  and  conveniently  accom¬ 
plished,  provided  that  the  conveyance  of  a  person  for  the 
whole  or  part  of  the  distance  between  his  residence  and  place 
of  business  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a  journey  undertaken  for 
the  purpose  of  his  profession,  trade  or  business  if  railway  or 
other  means  of  communication  be  reasonably  available; 

(3)  in  the  performance  of  any  public  duty  for  the  whole  or  part  of 

a  journey  which  cannot  otherwise  be  reasonably  and  con¬ 
veniently  accomplished  either  in  whole  or  in  part ; 

(4)  on  any  sudden  or  urgent  necessity,  where  life  or  limb  is  or  may 

Ije  endangered ;  _ ^ 
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(5)  in  the  performance  of  ambulance  work  or  for  the  purpose  of 

attendance  upon  a  sick  or  injured  person  where  such 
attendance  cannot  otherwise  be  reasonably  provided  ; 

(6)  for  funerals ; 

(7)  in  the  conveyance  of  a  duly  cpialified  medical  practitioner  or 

veterinary  surgeon  while  it  is  being  used  by  him  for  the 
purposes  of  his  profession ; 

(8)  for  the  purposes  of  the  Red  Cross  Society,  Saint  John 

Ambulance  Association,  or  any  similar  Red  Cross  Society 
approved  by  the  Admiralty  or  Army  Council,  or  by  the 
Allied  Governments  ; 

(b)  for  driving  a  motor  vehicle  which  is  constructed  or  adapted  for  use, 

and  is  used,  solely  for  the  conveyance  of  any  goods  or  burden  in  the 
course  of  trade  or  husbandry,  and  whereon  the  Christian  name  and 
surname,  and  place  of  abode  or  place  of  business  of  the  person,  or 
the  name  or  style  and  principal  or  only  place  of  business  of  the 
company  or  firm  keeping  the  same,  shall  be  legibly  and  visibly 
painted  in  letters  of  not  less  than  one  inch  in  length ; 

(c)  for  driving  any  motor  vehicle  licensed  to  ply  for  hire,  provided  that 

nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  deemed  to  affect  the  restriction 
placed  upon  the  use  of  motor  spirit  by  char-a-bancs  and  other  like 
vehicles  under  Regulation  8n  of  the  Defence  of  the  Realm 
Regulations ; 

(d)  for  driving  any  other  motor  vehicle  being  a  hackney  carriage  within 

the  meaning  of  Section  4  of  the  Customs  and  Inland  Revenue  Act, 
1888,  for  any  purpose  for  which  it  has  been  specially  authorised  to 
be  driven  by  the  Board  of  Trade  during  such  time  as  such  authority 
is  in  force ; 

(e)  for  driving  a  motor  vehicle  which  is  a  motor  fire-engine  or  other 

vehicle  being  used  for  fire  brigade  purposes,  or  a  motor  ambulance; 

if)  where  a  special  authority  in  writing  has  been  granted  by  the  Petrol 
Control  Department  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

Petrol  or  petrol  substitute  may  lie  used  for  the  purpose  of  driving  a  motor 
fishing  boat  or  any  other  motor  boat  used  for  the  purpose  of  the  profession, 
trade,  or  business  (other  than  the  trade  or  business  of  letting  motor  boats  for 
hire  or  for  conveying  passengers  on  pleasure  trips)  carried  on  by  the  person 
on  whose  behalf  the  motor  boat  is  being  used  ;  or  for  driving  a  motor  tractor 
or  motor  plough  used  for  the  cultivation  of  land  or  other  agricultural  pur¬ 
poses;  or  for  driving  a  motor  sweeping  or  watering  macliine,  or  other 
vehicle  used  for  sanitary  purposes ;  or  for  purposes  other  than  the  provision 
of  motive  power  to  motor  vehicles  ;  provided  that  petrol  or  petrol  substitute, 
if  subject  to  duty  as  motor  spirit  under  Section  84  of  the  Finance  (1909-10) 
Act,  1910,  must  be  obtained  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  a  motor 
spirit  licence  issued  by  the  Petrol  Control  Department  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

The  proof  of  the  purpose  for  which  the  motor  vehicle  is  used  shall,  in  all 
cases,  lie  upon  the  per.soii  using  or  causing  the  use  of  the  petrol  or  petrol 
substitute. 

PRICES  OF  COAL. 

Price  of  Coal  at  the  Pit's  Mouth. 

By  an  Order  dated  12th  October,  the  Board  of  Trade  have  increased  the 
price  of  coal  at  the  pit’s  mouth  by  28.  fid.  a  ton  to  meet  the  co.st  of  the  war 
wage  recently  granted  to  the  miners.  The  increase  takes  effect  in  the  ca.se  of 
house  coal  from  15th  October,  and  in  the  case  of  other  coal  from  17th 
September.  It  does  not  apply  to  coal  exported  to  the  Allies. 

in  making  this  addition  to  the  price  of  coal,  increaseil  costs  of  production 
other  than  the  war  wage  have  not  been  taken  into  account.  Applications 
made  by  certain  districts  for  an  increase  in  the  “  standard  amount  ”  under 
the  Price  of  Coal  (Limitation)  Act  are  at  present  being  examined  by  the 
Controller  of  (.’oal  Mines. 
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Prices  of  Coal — continued. 

Prices  of  Coal  for  Shipment. 

A  series  of  amendments  of  the  Directions  of  the  Controller  of  Coal  Mines 
of  28th  June  (see  p.  15  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  5th  July),  as  to 
the  sale  of  coal  for  shipment,  has  been  issued,  together  with  a  revised 
schedule  of  prices,  making  provision  for  a  general  increase  of  2s.  6d.  per  ton 
(except  in  the  case  of  shipments  to  France  and  Italy)  in  consequence  of  the 
war  wage  recently  granted  to  the  miners.  This  increase  applies  to  all  sales 
of  coal  for  bunkering  ships  at  ports  in  the  United  Kingdom  as  well  as  of 
coal  for  shipment  as  cargo ;  the  general  conditions  affecting  the  sale  of  coal 
for  bunkering  have  also  been  modified  in  certain  respects. 

The  provisions  relating  to  the  sale  of  coal  for  bunkering  ships  at  ports  in 
the  United  Kingdom,  have  been  amended,  and  in  the  case  of : — 

(a)  Ships  sailing  under  the  British  flag, 

(b)  Ships  sailing  under  the  flags  of  Allied  Nations  at  limited  freights 
in  the  French  and  Italian  coal  trade, 

(c)  Such  other  ships  as  may  be  specified  from  time  to  time  by  the 

Controller  of  (S’oal  Mines 

the  collieries  are  not  now  required  to  add  commission  when  selling  direct  to 
shipowners. 

As  regards  the  position  of  merchants  and  brokers  under  this  arrangement, 
•in  the  opinion  of  the  Coal  Controller  it  is  very  desirable  that  both  collieries 
and  shipowners  should  arrange  that  bunker  purchases  should  be  made 
through  the  same  channels  as  in  the  past.  The  Shipping  Controller  concurs 
in  this  view. 

The  provisions  as  to  bunker  coal  apply  only  to  bunkers  for  the  ship’s 
own  use. 

In  all  new  contracts  for  the  sale  of  coal  for  shipment,  whether  for  export 
or  as  bunkers,  a  clause  must  be  inserted  providing  that  the  price  shall  be 
subject  to  any  variation  which  may  be  authorised  or  required  by  the 
Controller  of  (Iloal  Mines. 

'I’lie  schedule  of  prices  has  been  amended  and  amplified.  The  prices 
specified  in  the  schedule  operate  as  fixed  jirices  in  the  case  of  shipments  of 
coal  to  France  and  Italy  and  coal  for  the  manufacture  of  patent  fuel  for 
shii)ment  to  such  destinations. 

In  the  case  of  all  coal  for  shipment  as  cargo  to  other  destinations  abroad 
or  for  the  manufacture  of  patent  fuel  for  shipment  to  such  destinations  and 
of  all  coal  shipped  as  bunkers,  an  addition  of  2s.  6d.  per  ton  is  to  be  made  to 
the  schedule  prices  to  meet  the  recent  war  wage  increase.  This  increase  of 
2s.  6d.  per  ton  is  to  be  made  in  the  case  of  all  such  coal  despatched  from  the 
colliery  on  or  after  15th  October,  1917,  including  deliveries  under  existing 
contracts. 

'I'he  alterations  came  into  operation  on  1 5th  Octolier.

MAXIMUM  PRICES  FIXED  FOR  COMPOUND  FERTILISERS. 

'I’he  Minister  of  Munitions  has  made  an  Order,  dated  13th  October,  fixing 
maximum  prices  for  sales  of  compound  fertilisers.  Tl:e  Order  takes  effect 
as  from  17th  October.  The  prices  fixed  are  for  sales  during  December,  and 
reductions  or  increases  in  prices  are  to  be  made  according  as  the  month  for 
delivery  precedes  or  is  subsequent  to  December.  Schedules  appended  to  the 
Order  prescribe  (1)  the  maximum  unit  rates  authori.sed  to  be  charged  for 
specified  constituents,  and  (2)  the  limits  of  error  allowed  in  the  invoice 
statement  of  the  percentage  of  constituents  which  must  be  made  in  respect 
of  each  sale.  These  provisions  do  not  apply  to  any  sale  of  compound  fertiliser 
for  export  from  the  United  Kingdom. 

The  Order  also  requires  persons  producing  and  dealing  in  compound  fer-

ORDERS  RESPECTING  LEATHER  SUPPLIES. 

Requisition  of  Imported  Leather. 

'I'he  Secretary  of  the  War  Office  announces  that  the  Army  (’ouncil  have 
issued  an  Order,  dated  11th  October,  expre.ssing  their  intention  of  taking 
pos.'-ession  of  all  leather  that  may  lie  imported  into  the  United  Kingdom  at 
any  time  after  the  date  of  the  Order.  If,  after  this  notice,  any  person  having 
such  leather  in  his  control,  without  the  consent  of  the  Ai mj’ Council  sells, 
removes  or  secretes  it,  or  deals  with  it  in  any  way  contrary  to  any  licence 
that  may  have  lieen  granted  by  the  Army  Council  in  respect  thereof,  he  will 
be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  tlie  Defence  of  the  Realm  Regulations. 

It  is  also  provided  that  no  person  may,  without  a  permit  issued  by  or  on 
behalf  of  the  Director  of  Raw  Materials,  make  or  take  delivery  of  or  payment 
for  any  such  leather  in  pursuance  of  any  agreement  entered  into  on  or  subse¬ 
quently  to  3rd  October. 

Surplus  Leather. 

A  further  Order  has  been  made  by  the  Army  Council,  under  date 
11th  October,  which  is  to  the  following  effect : — 

Where  any  manufacturer  of  boots  or  shoes  has  obtained  deliverv"  of  any 
leather  in  pursuance  of  a  guaiantee  b}-  such  manufacturer  that  he  has  an 
order  from  the  Director  of  Navy  (’ontracts,  or  the  Director  of  Army 
Contracts,  or  the  Director  of  Raw  Materials,  or  the  Minister  of  Munitions 
for  certain  goods,  and  where  an^-  surplus  of  such  leather  remains  after  the 
|iei  formance  of  such  contract,  the  said  surplus  of  leather  may  not,  without  a 
permit  issued  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Director  of  Raw  Materials,  be  sold, 
removed  or  put  into  manufacture  for  any  purpose  other  than  the  production 
of  naval  or  military  boots,  or  of  aiy  other  articles  ajijnoved  by  or  on  behalf 
of  the  Director  of  Raw  Materials. 

CENTRAL  COMMITTEE  ON  SUPPLIES  OP  MATERIALS. 

Dr.  Addison,  the  Minister  of  Reconstruction,  after  consultation  with  other 
Government  Departments  concerned,  has  appointed  a  Committee  to  consider 
and  report  upon  que.stions  connected  with  the  supplies  of  raw  materials 
which  will  be  required  by  British  industries  for  the  purpo.se  of  restoring  and 
developing  trade  after  the  termination  of  the  war,  and  the  best  mean.s-  of 
securing  and  distributing  supplies,  due  regard  being  had  to  the  interests  of 
the  Allies. 

The  Committee  is  requested,  in  regard  to  any  commodities  which  might 
not  be  available  in  sufficient  quantities  and  at  reasonable  prices  through  the 
ordinary  commercial  channels,  to  consult  members  of  the  trades  concerned 
with  regard  to  any  steps  that  may  lie  neces.sary  to  safeguard  the  needs  of 
industry  and  to  secure  convenient  and  equitable  distribution.  The  Com¬ 
mittee,  which  will  be  known  as  the  Central  Committee  on  Supplies  of  Materials, 
consists  of  the  following: — Sir  Clarendon  Hyde  (Chairman),  Sir  Henry 
Birchenough,  K.C.M.G. ;  Mr.  Cecil  Budd,  Sir  Charles  W.  Fielding,  K.B.E., 
Sir  H.  Babington  Smith,  K.C.B.,  Mr.  Wallace  Thorneycroft,  and  Mr.  Andrew 
Weir.

Money  orders  for  the  Islands  are  subject  to  the  regulations  applicable  to 
money  orders  for  the  United  States  of  America,  under  which  the  amount  of 
a  single  order  may  not  exceed  £'20.

By  the  Currants  and  Sultanas  (Requisition)  Order,  1917,  dated  loth 
October,  the  Food  Controller  takes  over  all  currants  and  sultanas  now  afloat 
and  shipped  to  the  United  Kingdom.  The  price  to  be  paid  by  the  Food 
Controller  is  left  over  for  subsequent  determination. 

All  persons  owning  or  having  power  to  sell  or  dispose  of  any  such  currants 
and  sultanas  are  required  before  2('th  October  to  furnish  to  the  Secretary, 
Ministry  of  Food,  Grosvenor  House,  London,  W.  1,  returns  showing 
quantities  of  such  currants  and  sultanas  now  afloat,  setting  out  in  each  ca.se 
the  quantities  sold  and  unsold. 

Maximum  Wholesale  Prices  for  Meat. 

The  Ministry  of  Food  has  issued  a  Schedule  containing  the  maximum 
wholesale  prices  for  various  specified  cuts  of  meat,  for  the  fortnight  ending 
27th  Octolier,  in  the  City  and  County  of  London,  and  the  Administrative 
Counties  of  Middlesex,  Surrey,  Kent,  Essex  and  Sussex. 

Canned  Meats. 

All  traders  and  warehousemen  holdinir  100  or  more  cases  of  canned  beef, 
mutton  or  rabbits,  are  required  to  furnish  to  the  Ministry  of  Food,  on  or 
l>efore  22nd  Octolier,  particulars  of  their  stocks  at  13th  October. 

Copies  of  the  form  on  which  the  return  is  to  be  made  can  be  obtained  on 
application  to  the  Ministry  of  Food  (Canned  Meat  Section),  Palace  Chambers, 
AVestminster,  London,  S.W.  1. 

Distribution  of  Imports  of  Bacon. 

It  has  been  decided  that  su])plie8  of  bacon  purchased  b}’  the  Mini.stiy  of 
Food  shall  be  distributed,  subject  to  the  discretion  of  the  Ministry,  among 
importers  proportionately  to  their  import.s  in  the  year  191(3. 

All  persons  and  firms  who  imported  bacon,  hams  or  laid  (other  than 
neutral  lard  or  compound)  into  the  United  Kingdom  in  the  year  191(5  are 
therefore  required  b}’  the  Food  Controller  to  render  a  return  of  such  import.s 
in  a  prescrilied  form. 

Returns  are  to  be  made  by  importers  included  in  the  following  three 
classes  only  :  (1)  Packers  and  curers ;  (2)  agents  of  packers  and  curers  or 
shijipers ;  and  (3)  direct  buyers  in  the  United  Kingdom  who  purchased 
abroad  without  the  intervention  of  any  agent  within  the  United  Kingdom. 

C.i.f.  and  f.o.b.  purcha.sers  who  do  not  fall  under  one  of  the  above  three 
heads  should  not  make  the  return. 

Forms  for  making  the  return  may  be  obtained  from  the  L(x.*al  Produce 
Exchanges  or  from  the  Secretary,  Ministry  of  Food,  Grosvenor  House, 
London,  W.  1,  and  must  be  filled  in  and  returned  to  him  by  2ith  October. 

Persons  or  firms  who  neglect  to  fill  up  this  form  will  run  the  risk  of  not 
receiving  sujiplies  of  bacon,  hams  or  lanl  for  distribution. 

In  all  cases  the  weight  of  bacon,  hams  and  lard  must  lie  given  in  tons  nett. 

The  Intoxicating  Liquor  (Output  and  Delivery)  Order  No.  3. 

.\n  Order, entitled  as  above,  and  dated  l(3th  Octolx'r,  permits  the  lirewing  of 
the  same  standard  barrelage  for  the  current  quarter  as  was  sanctioned  for  the 
last  quarter. 

The  Beer  (Prices  and  Description)  Order,  1917. 

An  Order,  entitled  as  above,  has  lieen  made,  under  date  Itith  October,  fixing 
the  maximum  price  of  certain  qualities  of  beer,  and  making  regulations  as 
to  the  marking  of  casks,  etc.,  and  the  description  of  beer  in  advertisements. 

Returns  required  of  Potato  Bags. 

Under  the  Potato  Bags  (Returns)  Order,  dated  13th  October,  all  persons 
owning  potato  bags,  whether  manufactured  by  themselves  or  not,  other  than 
bags  which  will  not  hold  more  than  half-a-cwt.,  must  furnish  the  Food  Con¬ 
troller,  on  or  Ijefore  29th  October,  with  a  return  showing  the  bags  owned  by 
them  at  the  close  of  business  on  22nd  October.  The  return  must  lie  made  on 
a  form  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Secretary,  Ministry  of  Food, 
14,  Upfier  Grosvenor  Street,  London,  W.  1.  Anyone  not  owning  more  than 
1,000  bags  at  the  close  of  business  on  15th  October  is  not  required  to  comply 
with  these  provisions. 
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TRADE  CONDITIONS  ABROAD. 


CANADA  (Alberta)  . — The  Imperial  Trade  Correspondent  at  Calgary 
(Mr.  J.  F.  Sweeting)  writes,  under  date  5th  September,  that  the  hot  and  dry 
summer  in  Alberta  has  considerably  reduced  the  expectations  of  a  large 
grain  crop  in  that  Province.  Heavy  rains  in  August,  however,  improved  the 
later  crops,  so  that  the  yield  of  wheat  this  year  should  average  rather  more 
than  20  bushels  to  the  acre,  and  the  financial  returns  to  farniers  will  be 
profitable.  More  thaii  the  usual  amount  of  summer  ploughing  has  been 
done  for  next  year’s  crop,  so  that  with  average  weather  conditions  there 
should  lie  an  increase  in  the  acreage  under  wheat  in  the  Province  in  1918. 

General  trade  conditions  are  good,  and  country  districts  report  a  larger 
percentage  of  cash  transactions  than  at  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year. 
In  tlie  southern  part  of  the  Province  conditions  are  extremely  good. 

Very  little  railway  construction  work  has  been  done  this  year,  and  nothing 
of  importance  in  building  and  general  construction  work.  The  coal  mines  of 
Alberta  are  working  full  time,  with  the  exception  of  the  mines  in  the  Drum- 
heller  district. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  production  of  butter  and 
cheese  in  the  territory  lying  between  Calgary  and  Edmonton.  There  are 
prospects  of  still  larger  developments  in  these  industries  within  the  next  few 
years. 

The  majority  of  the  industries  in  the  Province  are  w'orking  to  capacity. 

(D.C.I.  47,732.) 

CHINA  (Changsha). — The  Acting  British  Consul  at  Changsha  (Mr.  V.  L. 
Savage)  has  furnished  the  following  notes  on  the  trade  and  mineral  industries 
of  the  Changsha  district  (Province  of  Hunan)  during  April,  May  and  .Tune: — 
Imports. — The  Customs  figures  for  the  June  quarter  showed  what  was,  in 
the  circumstances,  a  somewhat  remarkable  revival  of  the  import  trade,  in 
which  cotton  piece  goods  figured  prominently,  though  most  of  the  principal 
articles  were  also  well  represented.  This  is  explained  by  the  long  period  of 
low  water  last  winter,  and  the  nece.ssity  of  replenishing  stocks  after  steam 
navigation  was  fully  resumed.  'I'he  earlier  part  of  the  quarter  was  a 
com()aratively  busy  time;  but  in  the  latter  part  imports  declined  heavily', 
and  up  to  the  time  of  writing  (31st  July)  there  was  little  movement  of  import 
cargo. 

Exports — The  abundant  stock  of  rice  derived  from  last  year’s  excellent 
harvest  found  an  outlet  until  the  latter  half  of  June,  when  the  market  broke 
at  Shanghai,  only  a  couple  of  weeks  l^efore  the  embargo  was  re-imposed  in 
Hunan. 

The  return  to  more  normal  prices  has  resulted  in  a  steady  and  continuous 
export  of  antimong,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  three  times  as  much 
regulus  and  crude  as  was  exported  during  the  corresponding  period  in  1915 
and  1913.  The  export  of  ore  and  refuse  has  become  negligible,  as  it  is  more 
profitable  to  buy  the  purer  metal  at  Changsha  than  to  refine  the  raw  material 
elsewhere. 

Some  3,000  tons  of  lead  ore  were  exported  during  April  to  June.  Tungsten 
ore  to  the  amount  of  from  2u  to  30  tons  a  month  is  beginning  to  figure  regularly 
in  the  list  of  exports. 

The  Province  of  Hunan  has  also  benefited  from  the  shortage  of  coal  in  other 
parts  of  China,  the  amount  exported  during  the  quarter  having  risen  to  over 
120,000  tons.  Most  of  this,  it  is  true,  goes  to  the  Hanyang  Iron  W’orks  from 
the  Pinghsiang  Colliery;  but  there  is  a  good  deal  of  other  coal  obtained  from 
small  coal  mines  up-country,  which  is  now  finding  a  good  market  outside  the 
Province. 

The  remaining  exports,  consisting  chiefly  of  fire  crackers,  paper,  efc.,  call 
for  no  comment,  although  one  article,  native  hemp,  is  of  interest  and  may 
have  a  promising  future,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  amount  ex¬ 
ported  at  present  is  almost  insignificant. 

Netv  electric  light  works. — The  building  of  the  new  electric  light  company’s 
works  north  of  Changsha  is  proceeding  apace.  ,  (D.C.I.  44,921.) 
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CHINA  (Nanking)  — H.M.  Consul  at  Nanking  (Mr.  B.  Giles)  has  furnished 
the  follow  ing  notes  on  trade  conditions  in  his  Consular  district  during  April, 
May,  and  June  ; — 

Imports  and  exports. — Generally  speaking,  trade  was  very  depressed 
during  the  quarter  owing  to  the  combined  effects  of  drought  (and  the  conse- 
(jiient  poor  spring  crops),  the  local  political  unrest,  and  the  war  in  Europe. 
The  Customs  revenue  showed  a  considerable  decrease  as  compared  with  the 
corresponding  quarter  of  last  year.  There  is  nothing  surprising  in  this;  the 
only  wonder  is  that  trade  should  hitherto  have  been  as  good  as  it  was  under 
such  adverse  conditions.  The  decrease  was  chiefly  in  foreign  imports, 
especially  cotton  piece-goods  and  cotton  yam.  There  was  an  increased 
direct  import  of  cigarettes,  kerosene  oil  and  sugar.  Native  imports,  which  pay 
duty  locally  (foreign  imports  come  up  from  Shanghai  under  e.\eraption 
certificate),  mo.stly  showed  appreciable  increa.ses,  and  helped  to  counterbalance 
to  some  extent  the  decrease  in  the  revenue  due  to  the  falling-off  in  exports. 
These  last-named  consist  very  largely  of  the /roven  and  other  produce  exported 
to  Europe. 

Of  individual  imports  the  only  one  that  calls  for  special  mention  is  Persian 
kerosene  oil,  which  finds  a  place  for  the  first  time  in  the  Customs  returns. 
The  import  was  due,  it  is  understood,  to  a  temporary  shortage  of  stocks,  and 
is  not  likely  to  prove  a  permanent  feature. 

Industrial  and  commercial  enterprises.— The  prospects  for  the  autumn 
crop  of  rice  and  beans  are  considered  to  be  good,  and  the  tcheat  and  oats 
harvests  gave  better  results  than  were  at  one  time  expected. 

This  3  ear’s  cotton  crop  is  a  promising  one. 

A  cotton  spinning  factory  and  a  silk  filature,  both  on  a  large  scale,  were  to 
be  started  in  Chinkiang;  the  latter  was  to  be  opened  in  August. 

In  order  to  develop  the  silk  tvearing  industry  in  Nanking,  a  training 
establishment  has  been  started  to  give  in.struction  in  the  work. 

Endeavours  are  being  made  to  expand  the  silk  industry  in  Sungkiang, 
where  the  cocoon  output  last  season  amounted  to  some  9,0(X>  piculs 
(picnl=1331  lb.).  Ten  thousand  mulberry  cuttings  are  to  be  distributed 
every  j’ear,  accomj)anied  by  explanatory  pamphlets  and  leaflets.  Lectures 
are  also  to  be  given  on  sericulture.  The  cocoon  crop  this  year,  it  is  said, 
promises  to  be  a  good  one. 

Following  on  the  reported  discovery  of  quartz  crystal  in  the  Shu-Yang 
district,  the  Governor  of  the  Province  of  Kiangsu  has  applied  to  Peking  for 
permission  to  work  the  mine. 

The  dLscover;-  of  iron  is  reported  from  the  Chinkiang  district,  but  no 
jiarticulars  are  available. 

It  is  stated  that  watericorks  are  to  be  established  in  Nanking  by  the  Sino- 
Japaucse  Industrial  Companj',  and  engineers  are  said  to  have  been  sent 
thither  to  furnish  a  preliminarj’  report  on  the  subject. 

Railways. — A  rumour  is  again  current  that  a  loan  is  to  be  i-aised  among 
native  capitalists  for  the  extension  of  the  Lung-Hai  railway  from  Eonanfu 
to  Shenchow,  and  on  to  Tungkwan  in  Shensi — the  point  where  the  three 
Provinces  cf  Honan,  Shansi,  and  Shensi  meet.  The  cost  is  estimated  at 
3,0CK),0(*0  dollars.  Another  report  .states,  that  the  money  will  be  provided 
out  of  the  surplus  funds  of  the  Lung-Eai  Railway  itself,  any  deficit  to  be 
made  up  by  the  Banque  Beige  pour  I’Etranger.  (D.C.I.  47,519.) 
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REPLACEMENT  OF  RAW  COAL  BY 
MANUFACTURED  FUEL. 

Report  of  the  Fael  Research  Board. 

In  their  Second  Report*  to  the  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  for 
Scientific  and  Industrial  Research,  which  has  just  been  issued,  the  Fuel 
Research  Board  recall  that  in  their  First  Report  they  stated  that  they  had 
in  view  two  main  lines  of  research  :  First,  a  survey  and  classihcation  of  the 
coal  seams  in  the  various  mining  districts  by  means  of  chemical  and  physical 
tests  in  the  laboratory,  and  second,  an  investigation  of  the  practical  problems 
which  must  be  solved  if  any  large  proportion  of  the  raw  coal  at  present 
burned  in  its  natural  state  is  to  be  replaced  by  the  various  forms  of  fuel 
obtainable  from  coal  by  carbonisation  and  gasification  processes. 

Survey  and  Classification  of  Coal  Seams. 

In  preparation  for  the  organisation  of  the  first  line,  an  experimental  study 
of  standard  methods  for  the  examination  of  samples  of  coal  in  the  laboratory 
has  been  made. 

As  a  result  of  experimental  work  carried  out  for  the  Board  in  the  Fuel 
Laboratory  of  the  Imperial  College  of  Science  and  Technology,  a  test  has 
now  been  elaborated  which  by  direct  weighing  and  measurement  gives  the 
yields  of  gas,  oil,  water  and  carbonaceous  residue  which  result  from  car¬ 
bonisation  at  any  definite  temperature.  The  apparatus  is  simple,  and  is  so 
arranged  that  the  progress  of  the  distillation  can  be  watched  from  start  to 
finish. 

The  method  has  been  tested  on  certain  typical  coals  and  at  a  variety  of 
temperatures,  but  before  publishing  the  results,  it  is  proposed  to  make 
further  testa  with  a  wide  range  of  .samples,  and  at  the  same  time  steps  will  be 
taken  to  standardise  the  apparatus  and  to  arrange  for  its  regular  production 
for  laboratory  use. 

Fuel  Manufactured  from  Coal. 

In  the  first  Report  the  question  was  asked — To  what  extent  can  and  ought 
the  present  use  of  raw  coal  to  be  replaced  by  the  use  of  one  or  other  of  the 
various  forms  of  fuel  manufactured  from  coal,  viz.  coke,  briquettes,  tar,  oil, 
and  gas  ?  and  it  was  remarked  that  those  problems  could  only  be  solved 
by  carefully  organised  experiments  on  a  working  scale  carried  out  under  the 
conditions  iikel3’  to  arise  in  practice.  The  pre.sent  Report  states  that  the  way 
is  clearly  open  for  a  serious  attempt  to  determine  whether  an  economical  and 
efficient  apparatus  can  be  devised  for  the  carbonisation  of  coal  at  low  tem¬ 
peratures.  and  whether,  by  the  use  of  such  an  apparatus  for  the  carbonisation 
of  prof)erly  selected  coals,  products  will  be  obtained  of  a  collective  value 
greater  than  that  of  the  original  coal  plus  the  cost  of  carbonisation  and 
handling.  Obviously,  it  is  stated,  the  evolution  of  an  economical  and  efficient 
apparatus  is  at  the  root  of  the  whole  matter,  for  only  after  a  thoroughly 
practical  apparatus  is  available  can  trustworthy  tests  of  the  various  classes 
of  coal  be  made  and  the  economic  possibilities  of  the  method  be  fully  weighed 
and  considered. 

The  solution  of  these  fundamental  problems  will  supply  a  new  base  from 
which  to  attack  questions  like  the  following: — 

(1)  Can  the  35  to  40  million  tons  of  raw  coal  which  are  used  every  year 
for  domestic  heating  be  wholly  or  partially  replaced  by  smokeless 
fuel,  solid  and  ga.seous,  prepared  by  the  carbonisation  of  this  coal,® 

(2)  Can  adequate  supplies  of,  fuel  oil  for  the  Navy  be  obtained  by  car¬ 

bonisation  of  the  coal  which  is  at  present  us^  in  its  raw  form  for 
industrial  and  domestic  purposes  .®  . 

(3)  {’an  supplies  of  town  gas  be  obtained  more  economically  and  con¬ 
veniently  by  methods  of  carbonisation  and  gasification  other  than 
those  at  present  in  use  in  gas  works  r* 

(4)  Can  electric  power  be  obtained  more  cheaply  if  the  coal  used,  for 
steam  raising  is  first  subjected  to  processes  of  carbonisation  and 
gasification  ?

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(5)  Will  tlie  more  scientific  development  of  the  prepnration  and  use  of 
fuel,  which  would  be  implied  in  the  successful  working  out  of  the 
foregoing  questions,  enable  the  peat  deposits  of  the  f'nited  Kingdom 
to  take  a  serious  place  as  economic  sources  of  fuel  for  industrial 
purposes  ? 

(6)  Can  the  use  of  gaseous  fuel  in  industrial  operations  be  forwarded  bj’ 
the  development  of  more  scientific  methods  of  combustion  in  fur¬ 
naces,  muffles  and  ovens  used  in  metallurgical,  ceramic  and  chemical 
operations  ? 

.  The  answers  to  these  questions  will  only  be  obtained  bj'  co-ordinated 
research  carried  out  on  the  lines  of  a  broad  and  well-considered  scheme. 

In  considering  new  and  extensive  schemes  of  carbonisation,  the  Report 
proi  eeds,  it  is  necessary  to  bear  in  mind  that  outlets  for  all  the  products  of 
carbonisation  must  be  found.  The  disposal  of  a  very  large  quantity  of  coke 
or  char  at  a  profitable  price,  and  without  poaching  on  the  preserves  of  the 
existing  gas,  coke  and  shale  oil  industries,  must  be  regarded  as  the  vital 
question  if  low  temperature  carbonisation  is  to  be  established  on  a  sound 
economic  basis.  The  research  scheme  must  therefore  include  a  very 
complete  en(]uiry  on  three  main  lines :  (1)  The  use  and  value  of  this  coke 
for  the  direct  firing  of  steam  boilers  ;  (2)  its  gasification  in  producers  for  the 
manufacture  of  low-grade  fuel  gas  and  the  recovery  of  its  nitrogen  as 
ammonia;  aud  (3)  its  use  for  industrial  and  domestic  heating  either  directly, 
as  it  comes  from  the  retorts,  or  after  its  conversion  into  briquettes. 

Establishment  of  a  Fuel  Research  Station. 

The  scheme  of  research  outlined  in  the  Report  can  only  be  efficiently 
carried  out  in  a  Fuel  Research  Station  designed  and  equipped  for  the 
purpose  in  which  operations  on  an  industrial  scale  can  be  carried  out 
under  proper  working  conditions.  After  describing  the  equipment  which 
will  be  recjuired  for  tfie  research  work  at  present  in  view,  the  Report  states 
that  Dr.  Carpenter,  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  the  South  Metropolitan  Gas 
Company,  lias  made  to  the  Fuel  Research  Board  a  generous  offer  to  lea.se  to 
the  Government,  at  a  peppercorn  rent,  sufficient  land  at  the  East  Greenwich 
Gas  Works  for  the  erection  of  a  Research  Station,  and  to  assist  the  scheme 
in  other  ways. 

The  Research  Station,  as  planned,  will  be  capable  of  any  extensions  which 
will  be  retjuired  for  future  researches.  Out  of  the  four  acres  which  it  is 
proposed  to  lease  for  the  Station,  only  one  acre  will  be  occupied  by  buildings 
under  the  pre.sent  scheme.  Further,  a  large  part  of  the  equiptnent  of  these 
buildings  will  be  of  a  permanent  character  and  will  serve  all  the  general 
purposes  of  a  Research  Station.  Future  extensions  will,  therefore,  not 
repeat  this  permanent  equipment  but  will  be  based  upon  it. 

The  foregoing  scheme  of  research,  the  Report  concludes,  is  obviously  not 
intended  to  cover  the  whole  of  the  territory  which  is  open  for  exploration. 
Still  less  ought  it  to  be  regarded  as  setting  any  limits  to  the  exploration  of 
new  territories  in  the  future.  The  root  idea  of  the  scheme  is  that  certain 
fundamental  changes  in  the  preparation  and  use  of  fuel  which  have  been 
proposed  are  of  such  far-reaching  importance  that  the  solution  of  the 
technical  and  economic  problems  involved  ought  to  take  precedence  of  all 
other  matters.  This  does  not  mean  that  other  lines  of  research  will  be 
ignored,  but  only  that  the  larger  issues  must  be  kept  well  to  the  front  till 
•definite  solutions  of  those  technical  and  economic  problems  can  be  given. 
Though  no  direct  reference  has  Vieen  made  to  the  preparation  and  use  of 
fuels  from  oil  shales,  brown  coals  and  peat,  experimental  enquiries  on  these 
matters  will  naturally  find  a  place  in  the  developments  of  the  present 
scheme. 
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FOREIGN  TRADE  OF  THE  UNITED  KINGDOM 
IN  SEPTEMBER,  1917. 

I.-GENERAL. 

The  trade  returns  for  September,  1917,  when  compared  with  tliose  for 
September,  191t>,  show  an  increase  in  the  value  of  the  imports  into  the 
United  Kingdom,  but  decreases  in  the  values  of  the  exports  of  the  produce 
and  manufactures  of  the  United  Kingdom,  and  of  the  exports  of  foreign  and 
colonial  merchandise.  As  compared  with  September,  1915,  they  show  in¬ 
creases  in  the  imports  and  in  the  exports  of  the  produce  and  manufactures 
of  the  United  Kingdom,  but  a  decrease  in  the  exports  of  foreign  and  colonial 
merchandise.

From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  in  September,  1917,  the  imports 
showed  an  increase  in  value  of  11 '5  per  cent,  as  compared  with  September, 
1916,  and  one  of  22’8  per  cent,  over  the  figures  for  September,  1915.  The 
value  of  the  exports  oi  the  produce  and  manufactures  of  the  United  King¬ 
dom  showed  a  decrease  of  0'5  per  cent,  as  compared  with  September,  1916, 
but  an  increase  of  63'8  per  cent,  over  the  corresponding  month  of  1915, 
whilst  the  exports  of  foreign  and  colonial  merchandise  showed  a  decrease  in 
value  of  55‘7  per  cent,  as  compared  with  September,  1916,  and  one  of  58"2  per 
cent,  as  compared  with  September,  1915.

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THE  LABOUR  MARKET  IN  THE  UNITED 
KINGDOM  IN  SEPTEMBER. 

According  to  the  October  issue  of  the  “  Labour  Gazette,”*  in  September, 
enifdovmeut  in  nearly  all  trades  continued  at  a  high  level,  and  much  over¬ 
time  was  worked,  especially  in  engineering  and  shipt)uilding.  In  the  cotton 
trade,  however,  the  Cotton  Control  Board’s  scheme  for  restricting 
consumption,  which  came  into  force  on  10th  September,  caused  some 
unemployment.  In  the  woollen  and  worsted  industry  less  short  time  was 
worked  in  accordance  with  the  amended  Wool  (Restriction  of  Consumption) 
Order.  In  Ireland  there  was  also  some  unemployment,  especially  in  the 
building  ancT printing  trades. 

Employment  in  coal  mining  was  good  ;  it  continued  very  good  at  iron 
mines  and  open  works  and  shale  mines,  and  was  good  at  tin  and  lead  mines. 
Quarrying  operations  were  interrupted  by  stormy  weather,  but  employment 
was  good  on  the  whole,  except  at  slate  quarries  in  North  Wales  and  in  build¬ 
ing  stone  and  paving  sett  quarries. 

In  the  pig  iron  industry  employment  was  good,  and  showed  an  improve¬ 
ment  as  compared  with  the  previous  month  ;  in  iron  and  steel  works  it 
continued  very  good.  The  engineering  and  shipbuilding  trades  continued 
to  be  very  bu.sy,  and  much  overtime  was  worked.  'I’here  was  a  decrease  in 
the  number  of  tinplate  mills  in  o])eration,  but  most  of  the  other  metal  trades 
were  well  employed. 

In  the  cotton  trade  the  Cotton  Control  Board’s  scheme  for  restricting  con¬ 
sumption  came  into  force  on  10th  September,  and  employment  was  only 
moderate.  In  the  woollen  and  worsted  trades  the  current  VV'ool  (Restriction 
of  Consumption)  Order  permits  an  extension  of  working  hours,  and  employ¬ 
ment  improved.  In  the  hosiery,  jute,  and  textile  bleaching,  dyeing  and 
finishing  trades  employment  continued  good.  In  the  linen  trade  it  was  good 
in  Scotland;  in  Ireland,  whore  it  was  affected  by  a  dispute,  it  continued  fair, 
and  short  time  was  worked.  Employment  continued  fairly  good  in  the 
silk  and  carpet  trades ;  in  the  lace  trade  it  was  very  good  in  the  plain  net 
branch,  fair  in  the  curtain  branch,  and  bad  in  the  fancy  lace  section. 

In  the  leather  trades  employment  continued  good  on  the  whole ;  in  the 
boot  and  shoe  trades  it  was  still  very  good.  In  ready-made  tailoring  employ¬ 
ment  continued  good ;  the  bespoke  branch  showed  a  seasonal  improvement. 
Employment  in  the  wholesale  mantle,  costume,  blouse,  and  corset  trades  was 
fairly  good  ;  in  the  shirt  and  collar  trades  it  continued  fair.  In  the  silk  hat 
trade  employ  ment  was  good ;  with  felt  hatters  it  was  moderate. 

Although  the  erection  of  new  buildings  for  private  purj)oses  is  restricted, 
there  was  sufficient  work  available  to  give  good  employment  to  men  still  in 
the  brick  and  building  trades;  in  the  cement  trace  employment  wa.s  good. 
With  coach  builders,  cabinet  makers  and  upholsterers,  enq)loyment  cantinned 
goo<l ;  with  millsawyers  it  wa.s  fairly  good.  In  the  paper,  printing,  book¬ 
binding,  glass  and  |X)ttery  trades  employment  continued  good.  In  the 
foo<i  preparation  trades  it  was  good,  except  in  the  chocolate  and  sugar 
confectionery  branch,  where  it  was  affected  by  the  sugar  shortage. 

In  some  parts  of  the  Kingdom  agricultural  o|)erations  were  hindered  by 
unfavourable  weather,  but  on  the  whole  good  progress  was  made.  '1  lie 
scarcity  of  skilled  labour  was  felt,  but  much  assistance  was  rendered  by 
soldiers  and  women. 

Employment  with  dock  labourers  was  good  at  Liverjiool,  moderate'at 
London,  and  slack  at  certain  East  Coast  ports  ;  at  other  ports  it  was  fair 
on  the  whole.  With  fishermen  employment  continued  fair.  With  few 
exceptions  the  supply  of  A.B.’s  and  firemen  at  the  firiiicipal  ports  was  equal 
to  the  demand.

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NEW  ZEALAND  BUDGET  FOR  1917-18. 

Excess  Profits  Tax  Abolished.  Increased  Taxation  on  Land  and 

Incomes. 

With  reference  to  the  announcement  on  p.  344  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  of  16th  August  last  relative  to  the  abolition  of  the  excess  profits 
tax  and  the  increase  in  the  income  tax  in  New  Zealand,  a  copy  of  the 
Budget  Statement  for  1917  made  to  the  Dominion  Hou.se  of  Representa¬ 
tives  by  the  New  Zealand  Minister  of  Finance  on  1st  August,  has  now  been 
received  from  H.M.^'rrade  Commissioner  in  the  Dominion  (Mr.  K.  W.  Dalton). 

It  appears  from  this  Statement  that  the  revenue  of  the  Dominion  in  the 
year  ended  31st  March,  1917,  amounted  to  £'18,367,347,  as  compared  with 
£14,310,137  in  the  preceding  financial  year.  The  main  sources  of  revenue 
in  1916-17  were  as  follows,  the  relative  figures  for  1915-16  being  given  within 
brackets : — Railways,  £4,836,275  (£4,484,337)  ;  income  tax,  £4,262,126 
(£1,392,119) ;  and  Customs  duties,  £3,849,675  (£3,366,171).  The  expenditure 
of  the  Dominion  in  1916-17  was  £14,058,770,  as  compared  with  £12,493,107 
in  the  preceding  year.  The  forecasted  revenue  for  l9l7-18  is  £17,287,800. 

Excess  Profits  Tax  Abolished. — The  Minister  stated  that,  for  various  reasons, 
he  asked  for  authority  to  substitute  for  the  Excess  Profits  Tax*  additional 
taxation  on  land  and  incomes. 

Land  Tax. — As  regards  the  land  tax,  it  is  proposed  to  levy  a  progressive 
land  tax,  in  place  of  the  ordinary  and  graduated  land  tax  which  had  pre¬ 
viously  been  levied.  The  Minister  hopes  to  obtain  £1,250,000  from  this  tax. 

Progressive  Income  Tax. — The  Minister  stated  that  he  proposed  to  retain 
the  principle  of  the  present  graduated  income  tax,  although  with  a  different 
graduation  without  any  percentage  addition.  The  extra  war  revenue 
required  would  be  raised  by  the  sjiecial  income  tax  which  is  referred  to  lielow. 
With  regard  to  the  ordinary  income  tax,  it  was  propo.sed  to  amend  the  rate, 
starting  at  the  present  amount  of  fid.  in  the  £1  up  to  £400,  and  then 
increasing  by  ^g^jd.  for  each  £1,  increase  over  £4(X)  up  to  3s.,  which  rate  is 
reached  at  £6,4(.K).  In  the  method  of  assessment  it  is  proposed  to  make  an 
amendment  by  abolishing  the  present  exemption  of  5  per  cent,  on  the  capital 
value  of  the  land  used  in  producing  the  income,  with  the  deduction  there¬ 
from  of  the  amount  of  interest  paid  on  any  mortgage  of  such  land,  and  to 
substitute  an  exemption  of  5  per  cent,  on  the  unimproved  value  of  the  land 
used  for  producing  the  income — t.e.,  5  per  cent,  on  the  amount  on  which  land 
tax  will  lie  paid.  The  exemption  will  be  allowed  in  full  on  assessable  incomes 
up  to  £600  only,  and  will  then  decrease  by  £1  for  every  £l  of  increase  in  the 
assessable  income  over  £600,  so  as  to  disappear  at  £900.  The  amount  of 
revenue  estimated  to  be  obtained  from  income  tax  under  these  proposals  is 
£1,600,000. 

In  reference  to  income  tax,  H.M.  Trade  Commi-ssioner  points  out  that  it 
would  appear  that  it  is  still  the  intention  to  assess  income  tax  on  the  profits 
of  British  firms  who  are  represented  in  New  Zealand  by  resident  agents. 

Special  War  Tax  on  Incomes. — For  the  purposes  of  a  special  war  income 
tax,  the  Minister  proposes  to  retain  the  additional  tax  at  present  levied 
under  Section  5  of  the  New  Zealand  Finance  Act  of  1916  on  all  assessable 
income,*  but  it  will  be  graduated  in  the  same  wa}'  as  the  progressive  income 
tax  above  referred  to,  and  will  have  an  all  round  addition  of  50  per  cent,  to 
the  schedule  rates.  The  minimum  rate  to  be  charged  is  Is.  3d.,  and  the 
maximum  7s.  6d.  From  this  tax  it  is  estimated  that  a  revenue  of  £3,000,000 
will  be  obtained. 

Additional  Customs  and  Excise  Duties. — The  Minister  intimated  that  the 
House  would  be  asked  to  agree  to  an  increase  in  the  Customs  and  Excise 
duties  on  certain  goods  (see  pp.  149-50  of  this  issue).  (D.C.I.  46,030.)

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PROPOSED  DEVELOPMENT  OF  RUSSIAN 
MERCANTILE  MARINE. 

In  a  Report  to  bis  Government,  published  in  the  issue  for  8rd  September 
of  the  “  Weekly  Bulletin  ’’  of  the  Canadian  Department  of  Trade  and  Com¬ 
merce  at  Ottawa,  the  Canadian  Government  Trade  Commi.ssioner  at  Petro. 
grad  (Mr.  C.  F.  Just)  writes  that  the  rehabilitation  and  development  of  tlie 
Russian  mercantile  marine  is  amongst  the  urgent  economic  problems  with 
which  the  Government  of  Russia  has  to  deal.  With  the  elimination  of 
German  shipping  intere.sts  as  intermediaries  in  the  .sea-borne  trade  of  Russia, 
the  Government  recognises  the  importance  of  immediate  measures  calculated 
to  secure  the  increased  activity  of  the  mercantile  marine  after  the  war,  and 
of  creating  conditions  that  will  protnote  the  inde|:)endence  of  the  overseas 
commerce  of  Russia  and  the  establishment  of  a  commercial  fleet  in  con¬ 
formity  with  the  needs  and  resources  of  the  country. 

Proposals  having  these  objects  in  view  have  been  put  forward  by  the 
Rus.sian  Ministr}-  of  Trade  and  Industry  in  a  Memorandum  accompanying 
the  estimates  of  that  Department  for  1917.  The  following  is  a  summary  of 
the  projxisals: — 

Two  main  principles  governing  the  development  of  national  shipfiing 
are  laid  down:  (1)  'I'he  creation  of  favourable  shipping  conditions  in  general 
which  would  place  Russian  shipowners  on  an  equal  footing  with  shipowners 
in  other  countries ;  and  (2)  the  increase  of  the  Russian  mercantile  marine 
hy  such  a  number  of  ships  as  would  not  only  replace  the  losses  sustained 
during  the  war,  but  make  it  possible  for  Russian  merchant  vessels  to  take 
an  lu-tive  share  in  the  trade  movement  on  the  most  imfiortant  sea  routes. 

It  is  stated  that  Russia’s  activities  must  be  directed  towards  maintaining 
in  full  efficiency,  and  even  in  adding  to,  all  her  steamship  services  which  have 
not  been  interrupted  by  the  war.  viz.,  in  the  White  Sea  and  the  adjacent 
waters  of  the  Arctic  ocean,  the  Caspian  sea,  and  in  the  Far  East.  In  the 
i*egions  served  by  these  lines  great  developments  are  to  be  e.xjiected  ;  in  the 
north,  from  the  construction  of  the  Murman  rail  way,  and  in  the  south,  from 
the  development  of  relations  with  Persia  and  the  Russian  D  iminions  in 
Central  Asia,  while  in  the  Far  Ea.st  the  growing  fishing  industry  and  the 
development  of  the  Maritime  Provinces  are  creating  unexjiected  traffic  con¬ 
ditions  which  will  have  to  be  m“t. 

Another  important  task  to  be  undertaken  will  lie  the  re-e.stablishment  of 
those  shipping  lines  which  have  been  suspended  during  the  war,  the  most 
important  being  the  Black  Sea  Coast  .services ;  those  on  the  Danube  and  the 
river  Pruth  ;  the  traffic  with  Persia  and  the  Near  East  by  way  of  the  Black 
Sea  and  the  Mediterranean ;  and  the  Udessa-Vladivostok  Line  of  the 
Russian  Volunteer  Fleet. 

Additional  Steamship  Services. 

Concurrently  with  the  re-establishment  and  expansion  of  existing  steam¬ 
ship  lines,  vigorous  action  is  recommended  in  connection  with  plans  which 
have  been  prepared  bj’  the  Department  for  the  following  new  shipping 
services: — (1)  A  line  from  Odessa  to  London,  for  the  exportation  of  perish¬ 
able  products  from  Ru.ssia;  which  is  intended  to  take  over  in  future  the 
Russian  exports  that  were  formerly  sent  abroad  rid  Au.stria;  (2)  a  line  from 
Baltic  ports  to  Vladivostok,  which  it  is  considered  will  prove  useful  in 
securing  return  shipments  from  the  Far  East,  and  will  facilitate  the  direct 
importation  of  foreign  grocery  goods  hitherto  received  through  foreign 
di.stributing  centres;  and  (8)  services  establishing  communication  between 
Russian  and  foreign  ports  in  Europe  with  the  e-stuaries  of  the  rivers  Obi  and 
Yenisei  for  the  development  of  the  natural  resources  of  Siberia. 

Steamship  Commanications  with  Allied  Coaatries. 

Besides  the  above  proposals  there  remains  the  question  of  establishing  new 
lines  to  promote  direct  commerce  with  the  Allies  of  Russia,  as  for  instance: 
(1)  a  line  between  Russian  Baltic  ports  and  France;  (2)  one  from  the  Black 
Sea, to  France  and  Italy;  and,  finally,  (8)  the  consideration  of  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  direct  communication  with  North  America  via  the  Baltic  and  the 
Black  Sea. 
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Proposed  Pevehpment  of  Russian  Mercantile  Marine. 


In  this  respect,”  says  the  Memorandum,  “  special  importance  must  be 
attached  to  the  establishment  of  direct  shipping  lines  to  America  under  the 
Russian  flag  for  the  purpose  of  securing  an  extensive  passenger  traffic  on 
Russian  ships.  It  is  to  be  expected  that  after  the  close  of  the  war  emigration 
abroad  will  be  resumed,  though  perhaps  on  a  limited  scale  at  the  outset, 
and  it  is  most  important  that  this  movement  should  be  directed  to  Russian 
ports  and  effected  through  Russian  ships.  A  Bill  regulating  the  emigration 
movement  in  this  direction  is  already  being  prepared  by  the  Ministry  of 
Trade  and  Industry.” 

Bounties  and  Free  Ships. 

In  regard  to  general  measures,  the  granting  of  shipping  bounties  is 
strongly  advocated  by  the  Department,  and  it  is  urged  that  such  a  measure . 
should  be  adopted  before  the  termination  of  the  war. 

The  refunding  of  the  dues  paid  by  ships  passing  through  the  Suez  Canal 
will  be  continued  in  the  future,  and  a  similar  measure  is  being  proposed  in 
regard  to  the  Panama  Canal. 

Russian  shipowners  are  to  be  assisted  in  securing  credit  facilities  by 
means  of  an  enactment  which  will  provide  for  the  registration  of  trading 
vessels  and  the  mortgaging  of  same. 

In  order  to  secure  the  desired  increase  in  the  number  of  merchant  vessels 
on  the  Russian  register,  the  existing  law  regulating  the  duty-free  admission 
of  merchant  vessels  purchased  abroad  is  to  continue  in  force  indefinitely ; 
regulations  will  also  be  issued  authorising  the  advance  of  sums  of  money 
for  the  acquisition  of  ships  abroad. 

Russia’s  Mercantile  Marine. 

It  is  not  possible  to  say  what  Russia’s  tonnage  requirements  w’ill  be  when 
relations  with  the  outside  world  are  resumed.  It  may  be  assumed,  however, 
that,  on  the  whole,  the  tonnage  requirements  will  be  greater  than  in  the  past, 
having  regard  to  the  determination  of  the  Russian  Government  to  discourage 
trade  (exchanges  by  the  western  land  frontier,  and  to  favour  by  all  possible 
means  the  development  of  Russian  ports  and  sea  communications. 

The  latest  figures  published  by  the  Statistical  Bureau  of  the  Russian 
Ministry  of  Commerce  show  that  on  1st  January.  1914,  Russia’s  mercantile 
fleet  consisted  of  3,700  vessels  with  a  total  of  783,000  net  registered  tons.  Of 
these,  1,044  were  steam  vessels  of  a  net  registered  tonnage  of  613,000  tons, 
59  motor  boats  of  13,000  registered  tons,  and  2,597  sailing  vessels  of  267,000 
registered  tons. 

Shipbuilding  in  Russia. 

The  construction  in  Russia  of  sea-going  tonnage  for  the  mercantile  marine 
is  somewhat  small  in  amount.  There  have  been  built  in  Russia  187  steam¬ 
ships  with  a  gross  tonnage  of  107,042 ;  the  machinery  for  these  boats  is, 
however,  mostly  of  foreign  manufacture,  and  in  view  of  the  facilities  that  are 
to  be  provided  in  future  for  the  purchase  of  merchant  vessels  abroad  local 
construction  is  hardly  likely  to  show  great  development.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  shipbuilding  in  Russia  has  been  confined  hitherto  chiefly  to  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  vessels  of  all  classes  for  the  Russian  navy,  and  both  the  naval 
dockyards  and  the  few  private  yards  are  generally  full  of  Government  work. 
The  private  yards  also  execute  general  ship  repairs. 
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RECEXT  FRENCH  REGULATIONS  AFFECTING 

TRADE. 

Tlie  follo^vin£^  is  a  summary  of  certain  current  legislation  or  administrative 
action  in  France  affecting  trade,  which  has  been  compiled  from  the  text  of 
Decrees  and  Orders  published  in  recent  issues  of  the  “  Journal  Officiel”*; — 

Economic  Committee  Appointed. 

.\n  Order  of  the  President  of  the  Council,  dated  16th  September  (pub¬ 
lished  17th  Septeml>er).  fixes  the  functions  of  the  Economic  Committee 
appointed  by  the  Presidential  Decree  of  12th  September,  1917.  These 
functions  are  to  co-ordinate  the  activities  of  the  administrations  and 
services  charged  with  the  economic  interests  of  the  country,  and,  more 
particularly,  with  those  which  concern  the  provisioning  of  the  arm}’  and  the 
civil  population  in  food  supplies  and  materials  (their  production,  acquisition 
and  distribution),  and  with  matters  concerning  the  destinations  and  cargoes 
of  ships.  The  Committee  is  to  meet  at  least  once  a  week. 

Reconstruction  in  the  Invaded  Districts. 

A  Presidential  Decree,  dated  2.5th  September  (published  27th  September), 
creates,  in  connection  with  the  Ministry  of  Public  Works  and  Transports,  a 
Special  Committee,  having  for  its  object  the  study  of  the  steps  to  be  taken 
in  connection  with  housing  problems  and  tli#  rebuilding  of  dwellings  in  the 
invaded  districts  of  France.  This  Committee  is  additional  to  that  attached 
to  the  Ministry  of  the  Interior  dealing  with  the  wider  aspects  of  recon¬ 
struction  in  France.  (Previous  notices  relative  to  reconstruction  in  France  will 
be  found  on  pp.  .398  and  464  of  the  issues  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  .Journal  ” 
of  23rd  and  30th  August  last  respectively.)  The  Decree  also  provides  for 
the  creation  of  local  committees  in  each  of  the  Departments  interested,  to 
work  in  conjunction  with  the  afore-mentioned  Committee. 

Control  of  Allied  and  Neutral  Shipping  in  French  and  Algerian  Forts. 

A  Presidential  Decree,  dated  29th  September  (published  30th  Septemljer), 
extends  the  terms  of  the  Presidential  Decree,  dated  17th  July,  1917, 
instituting  State  control  of  French  shipping  in  France  and  Algeria  (see 
p.  236  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  2nd  August  last),  to  Allied  and 
neutral  vessels  exceeding  KX*  tons  gross  register.  Licences  must,  therefore, 
be  obtained  for  these  vessels  Ijefore  clearing  from  French  or  Algerian  ports. 

An  Crder  of  the  Ministry  of  Cf>mmerce,  Industry,  Posts  and  Telegraphs 
(published  8th  October)  establishes  a  Committee  to  assist  the  Ministry  of 
Maritime  Transports  and  of  the  Mercantile  Marine  in  the  administration  of 
the  two  above-mentioned  Decrees.  The  Committee  is  to  consist  of  an  equal 
number  of  State  officials  and  of  ship-owners,  and  is  to  sit  at  least  twice  a 
week.  The  Order  also  appoints  three  officials  and  three  representative  ship¬ 
owners  to  this  Committee. 

Restrictions  on  Removal  of  Petroleum  Spirit. 

A  Presidential  Decree,  dated  31st  August  (published  6th  Septemlier), 
jirohibits,  as  from  1st  October,  1917,  the  removal  without  a  licence  of  petro¬ 
leum  spirit  from  refineries,  dep(5ts,  etc.  (Previous  notices  relative  to 
Government  control  of  petroleum  in  France  will  be  found  on  p.  425  of  the 
‘‘  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  lOth  P'ebru.arj’,  1916 ;  pp.  363-4  of  the  “  Jounial  ” 
of  11th  May,  1916;  and  p.  679  of  the  “Journal  ”  of  8th  March  last.) 

Declarations  Required  of  Stocks  of  certain  Commodities. 

The  following  Presidential  Decrees  provide  for  declarations  of  stocks  of 
certain  commcaiities  : — A  Decree,  dated  21st  September  (published  22nd 
September),  requires  a  declaration  before  15th  October  of  all  stocks  in 
France  of  raw  jute  exceeding  1,000  kilogs.  held  on  1st  October.  A  Decree, 
dated  29th  September  (published  Ist  October),  requires  a  declaration  before

20th  September  (published  1st  October),  requires  a  declaration  before  25th 
Octol)er  of  all  stocks  in  France  of  pepper  and  })epper  substitutes  exceeding 
100  kilogs.  of  each  kind  held  on  10th  Octoljer.  A  Decree,  dated  29tli 
September  (published  lat  October),  requires  a  declaration  before  25th 
October  of  all  stocks  in  France  and  Algeria  of  petroleum  and  its  derivatives, 
and  all  stocks  of  combustible  liquids  of  mineral  origin,  exceeding  UX)  litres  of 
each  kind  held  on  10th  October.  A  Decree,  dated  29th  September  (published 
1st  October),  requires  a  declaration  before  25th  October  of  all  stocks  in 
France  and  Algeria  of  tinplate  goods  (including  tins  for  sardines  and  pre¬ 
served  meat  and  vegetables),  exceeding  certain  specified  weights  and 
numbers  held  on  10th  October. 

Brokerage  on  War  Risks  Policies. 

An  Order  of  the  Ministry  of  Maritime  Transports  and  the  Mercantile 
Marine,  dated  29th  September  ^published  30th  September),  fixes,  as  from 
Ist  October,  1917,  the  brokerage  allowed  to  sworn  marine  assurance  brokers 
on  war  risks  assurance  jjolicies. 

Committee  Appointed  for  the  Cider  Industry. 

An  Order  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  Supply,  dated  •27th  September 
(published  29th  September),  creates  a  consulcative  committee  from  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  cider  industry  in  France,  and  appoints  certain  individuals 
to  l)e  members  thereof.

CUBAN  BUDGET  LAW  OF  1917-18. 

H.M.  Minister  at  Havana  has  forwarded,  under  date  •23rd  August,  a  copy  of 
an  extraordinary  issue  of  the  “  G-aceta  Oficial  ”  of  1st  July,  which  contains  a 
Presidential  Decree  bringing  into  force  the  new  dispositions  of  the  Cuban 
Budget  Law  for  1917-18.  It  appears  that  it  is  intended  to  raise  revenue  to 
the  amount  of  46,679,942  pesos  (gold),  of  which  it  is  expected  that  32.216,000 
pesos  will  be  received  from  Customs  duties.  The  expenditure  is  estimated  at 
44,153,201  pesos,  of  which  amount,  it  is  noted,  910,000  pesos  are  to  be  spent 
on  the  upkeep  of  roads  and  bridges,  and  500,000  pesos  on  the  reconstruction 
of  roads  throughout  the  Island.  (U.C.I.  44,564.)

Honorary  Trade  Correspondent  in  the  East  Africa  and  Uganda 
Protectorates. 

Arising  from  the  amalgamation  of  the  Customs  Departments  of  the  East 
Africa  and  Uganda  Protectorates,  which  have  been  placed  under  the  control 
of  the  Chief  of  Customs  of  East  Africa  (see  notice  on  p.  95  of  the  “Board  of 
Trade  Journal”  of  12th  July  last),  it  is  notified  by  the  Acting  Chief 
Secretary  to  the  Government  at  Entebbe  that  Mr.  F.  W.  Major,  Chief  of 
Customs,  East  Africa  and  Uganda,  has  taken  over  the  duties  of  Honorary 
Trade  Correspondent  of  the  Department  of  Commercial  Intelligence  from 
Mr.  H.  M.  Tarrant.

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CAPITAL  IXVE8TMEXTS  IX  GERMAN 
LIMITED  COMPANIES. 

The  “  Haraburgischer  Correspondent  ”  of  18th  Septeraljer  publislies  an 
article  on  the  economic  development  of  Germany  during  the  war,  as  shown 
by  new  capital  investments  in  limited  companies.  It  is  claimed  by  the 
writer  that  a  review  of  this  kind  is  a  means  of  estimating  the  changes  in  the 
economic  conditions  of  a  coinitr}-  during  a  given  period.  The  limited 
companies  of  the  Empire,  which,  it  is  said,  form  the  most  important  factor  in 
its  economic  activities,  reflect  in  their  prosjierit}'  or  adversity  the  fluctuations 
in  the  economic  life  of  the  State. 

The  writer  compares  tliree  [teriods  of  eighteen  months,  namely  (1)  the 
period  from  1st  January,  191fl,  to  dOth  June.  1914;  (2'  the  period  from  July, 
1914  to  the  end  of  191o;  and  (3)  tlie  period  from  the  Ijeginning  of  1916  to 
the  middle  of  1917.  The  first  period  is  described  as  one  of  record  prosperity, 
the  second  as  a  period  of  difficulty  and  distress,  and  the  third  as  a  period  of 
recuperation.  As  an  additional  point  of  comparison,  the  writer  states  that 
on  1st  December,  1912,  there  were  in  Germany  30,032  limited  comp.anies, 
with  a  total  capital  of  21,4o9,327,000  marks. 

In  the  first  period  referred  to  above,  it  is  stated  that  the  new  capital 
invested  in  limited  companies  in  Germany  amounted  to  1,965,707,000  marks, 
as  compared  with  802,591. (KX)  marks  in  the  second  period,  and  1 ,095,980, (.XK) 
marks  in  the  third  f»eriod.  Taking  the  index  nuraljer  for  the  first  period  as 
lOO'OO,  the  index  number  for  the  second  period  would  l)e  40  83,  and  for  the 
third  period,  55'75.  A  very  different  result  is  obtained  if  the  new  capital 
invested  in  the  first  six  months  of  1917  be  compared  with  that  in  the  first 
six  months  of  1913.  The  index  numbers  are  then  87’14  and  100.  respectively. 

The  principal  branches  of  commerce  and  industrj’  in  which  the  limited 
companies  founded  in  Germany  during  the  last  three  years  are  engaged,  are 
as  follows,  the  total  aggregate  amounts  of  their  capital  being  indicated  by 
the  figures  in  brackets; — 1,350  commercial  companies  (193,111,000  marks); 
1,154  metal-working,  engineering,  and  electro  -  technical  companies 
(565,571,000  marks) ;  557  provisions  and  food-stutfs  companies  (205,652,0(Xf 
marks) ;  373  chemical,  oils  and  fats,  and  heating  and  lighting  material  com¬ 
panies  (173,735,000  marks);  357  building  companies  (42,906,0^  marks);  152 
textile  companies  (62,782,(XK)  marks) ;  l98  stone,  clay,  and  gravel  companies 
123,789,000  marks);  and  138  banking  and  insurance  companies  (221,807,000 
marks).  The  total  number  of  limited  companies  founded  in  Germany  during 
the  three  war  years  is  stated  to  be  5,759,  with  a  total  aggregate  capital  of 
1,904,096,000  marks.

CONDITIONS  OF  PAYMENT  FOR  SWEDISH  EXPORTS. 

According  to  the  “  Dagons-Nyheter  ”  (Stockholm)  of  18th  Septeralrer,  a 
circular  has  been  issued  from  the  Swedish  Riksbank  to  banks,  business  firms 
and  private  persons  in  Sweden,  urging  them  to  follow  certain  principles  with 
regard  to  the  conditions  of  p.ayment  for  exported  goods.  The  circular  states 
that  sales  should  not  take  place,  nor  should  credit  be  allowed  to  exporters  in 
connection  with  their  business,  unless  the  goods  exported  are  paid  for  in 
Swedish  money,  either  in  advance  or  against  bills  of  lading.  If  any  exception 
to  this  rule  should  be  thought  desirable,  the  case  should  be  submitted  to  a 
Finance  Commission  which  has  been  established.  Banks  and  financiers  are 
recommended  to  observe  these  rules,  not  only  when  allowing  credit  in  respect 
of  goods  for  export,  but  also  in  respect  of  goods  for  home  trade  which  may  be 
destined  for  ultimate  export. 
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ITALIAN  TARIFF  REVISION. 

Appointment  of  a  Parliamentary  Commission. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  at  page  352  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ” 
for  the  Ihtli  August  on  the  subject  of  the  revision  of  the  Italian  Custom.s 
Tariff,  the  Board  of  Trade  are  now  in  receipt,  through  the  Foreign  Office,  ot 
a  translation  of  a  Law  (dated  the  “J-lth  July  and  published  in  the  “  Gazzetta 
Ufficiale ’’ of  the  11th  September)  appointing  a  Parliamentary  Commission 
for  the  examination  of  the  new  Draft  Customs  Tariff  which  the  Italian 
Government  is  to  draw  up  and  submit  for  legislative  sanction.  The  Law 
provides  as  follows : — 

Article  1. — A  Parliamentary  Commission  is  established  consisting  of 
15  members  of  the  Senate  and  15  members  of  the  Chamber  of  Deputies, 
charged  with  the  examination  of  the  Customs  'rariff  and  of  the 
Regulations  for  its  application,  which  the  Italian  Government  is  to 
submit  for  the  approval  of  Parliament,  on  the  basis  of  the  proposals  of 
the  Royal  Commission  instituted  by  the  Decree  of  January  23rd,  1913, 
No.  42.* 

The  members  of  the  Commission  shall  Ije  elected  respectively  by  the 
Senate  and  by  the  Charal)er  of  Deputies.  The  Commission  itself  shall 
elect  a  President  and  a  Vice-President  from  among  its  members. 

Decisions  shall  be  taken  by  a  majority  of  votes,  the  casting  vote  being 
given  by  the  President. 

Article  2. — If  urgent  measures  should  be  necessary  involving  innova¬ 
tions  in  Customs  matters,  with  the  purpose  of  regulating  commercial 
relations  with  other  countries  owing  to  the  termination  of  existing 
Commercial  Treaties  and  Conventions,  the  Italian  Government  is 
authorised  to  enact  such  measures  by  Royal  Decrees,  on  the  advice  of 
the  Parliamentary  Commission  mentioned  in  the  preceding  Article. 

Such  Royal  Decrees  shall  be  presented  to  Parliament  for  conversion 
into  Law.  (C.  15,175.) 


FURTHER  ISSUE  OF  CURRENCY  NOTES  IN  CYPRUS. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  224  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ” 
of  22nd  October,  1914,  relative  to  the  issue  of  currency  notes  in  Cyprus,  it  is 
notified  that  an  extraordinary  issue  of  the  official  “  Cyprus  Gazette  ”  of 
10th  September  publishes  a  Proclamation  by  the  High  Commissioner  in 
Cyprus,  dated  5th  September,  authorising  the  further  issue  of  these  notes 
for  the  value  of  £10,  £1,  and  10s.  The  notes  are  to  be  redeemed  within 
eighteen  months  after  the  termination  of  the  war.

The  Board  of  Trade  tiave  received  copy  of  the  Gold  (Import)  Ordinance, 
1917  (No.  Ill  of  1917),  dated  29th  June,  1917,  which 
provides  for  the  acquisition  by  the  Governor-General 
in  Council  of  gold  imported  into  British  India.  The 
Ordinance  e.xtends  to  the  whole  of  British  India, 
including  British  Baluchistan  and  the  Southal  Par- 
ganas.  It  is  provided  in  the  Ordinance  that  the  Governor-General  in  Council 
or  any  person  appointed  by  him  in  his  behalf  ma}'  by  writing  within  ten  days 
from  the  date  of  impf)rt,  take  possession  of  any  gold  imported  into  British 
India  after  the  commencement  of  this  Ordinance,  and  such  gold  shall  there¬ 
upon  vest  absolutely  in  His  Majesty.  When  any  gold  is  thus  taken  possession 
of,  the  Governor-General  shall  pay  to  the  owner  thereof  on  production  of  such 
documents  as  the  authority  making  the  order  may  require,  a  sum  in  respect 
of  such  gold  calculated  at  the  rate  set  out  in  the  Schedule  following: — 

Schedule. 

Class  of  gold. 

(1)  Gold  coins  coined  at  His  Majesty’s  Royal 

Mint  in  England  or  at  any  ^lint  established 
in  pursuance  of  a  Proclamation  of  His

The  Board  of  Trade  have  also  received  copy  of  the  Silver  (Import)  Ordinance, 
1917  (No.  IV.  of  1917),  dated  11th  July,  1917,  which 
provides  for  the  acquisition  of  silver  imported  into 
British  India,  in  the  same  manner  as  prescribed  in  the 
jireceding  notice  for  the  acquisition  of  imported  gold. 
Where  any  silver  is  taken  possession  of  in  this  manner, 
the  Governor-General  in  Council  shall  pay  or  shall  provide  payment  either 
in  London,  or  at  such  other  place  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  to  the  owner  of 
such  silver  or  his  duly  authorised  agent,  upon  the  production  either  at  the 
place  of  imjmrt  or  at  the  place  of  ])ayment  of  the  necessary  documents,  a  sum 
calculated  according  to  the  weight  of  such  silver  at  a  rate  5  per  centum 
below  the  rate  of  the  London  silver  market  for  silver  of  like  fineness  in 
London  on  the  day  on  which  the  order  for  the  acquisition  of  such  silver  w'as 
made. 

“  Silver”  means  silver  coin  or  silver  bnllion,  other  than  silver  coin  which 
has  l)een  issued  by  the  Government  of  India,  and  which  is  legal  tender 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Indian  Coinage  Act,  190(5.  (C.  15,253.)

Preparations  such  as  face  powders  and  creams,  pomades,  hair  lotions, 
dentifrices  and  smelling  .salts  are  not  affected  by  the  prohibition.  »

DOMINION  OF  NEW  ZEALAND.

1.  Any  individual,  firm,  or  corporation  desiring  to  export  from  the  United 
States  or  any  of  its  territorial  possessions  to  any  foreign  country  named  in 
the  Proclamation  dated  September  7,  1917,  any  coin,  bullion  or  currency, 
shall  first  file  an  application  in  triplicate  with  the  Federal  reserve  bank  of 
the  district  in  which  such  individual,  firm,  or  corporation  is  located,  such 
application  to  state  under  oath  and  in  detail  the  nature  of  the  transaction, 
the  amount  involved,  the  parties  directly  and  indirectly  interested,  and  such 
other  information  as  may  be  of  assistance  to  the  proper  authorities  in 
determining  whether  the  exportation  for  which  a  licence  is  desired  will 
be  compatible  with  the  public  interest. 

2.  Each  Federal  reserve  bank  shall  keep  a  record  copy  of  each  application 
filed  with  it  under  the  provisions  of  this  regulation  and  shall  forward  the 
original  application  and  a  duplicate  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Board  at  Wash¬ 
ington,  together  with  such  information  or  suggestions  as  it  may  believe 
proper  in  the  circumstances  and  shall  in  addition  make  a  formal  recom¬ 
mendation  as  to  whether  or  not  in  its  opinion  the  exportation  should  be 
permitted. 

3.  The  Federal  Reserve  Board,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury,  is  hereb}’  authorized  and  empowered  upon  receipt  of  such 
application  and  the  recommendation  of  the  Federal  reserve  bank  to  make 
such  ruling  as  it  may  deem  proper  in  the  circumstances  and,  if  in  its  opinion 
the  exportation  in  question  be  compatible  with  the  public  interest,  to  permit 
said  exportation  to  be  made  ;  otherwise  to  refuse  it.

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  2k)  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of 
2nd  August  relative  to  the  discovery  of  deposits  of 
manganese  dioxide  in  the  Cypress  Hills,  Alberta,  it 
is  notified  that  the  Office  of  H.M.  Trade  Commissioner 
in  Canada  writes  that  whilst  the  deposits  referred  to 
are  estimated  to  contain  between  800,000  and  1,000,000 
tons  of  manganese  dioxide  ore,  only  about  8,000  tons  had  been  blocked 
out  and  were  visible  at  29th  July.  In  this  connection  the  Imperial  Trade 
Correspondent  at  Calgary,  Alberta  (Mr.  J.  F.  Sweeting)  writes  that  a  deposit 
of  manganese  dioxide  exists  at  Adamant,  near  Kaslo,  in  British  Columbia. 
The  deposit  is  located  in  two  sections,  and  at  present  about  2,1*00  tons  of  ore 
ai  e  visible,  but  it  is  expected  that  this  amount  will  be  considerably  increased 
when  development  work  is  undertaken.  An  analysis  of  the  ore  shows  an 
average  content  of  42  per  cent,  of  metallic  manganese.  (D.C.I.  44,819.)

SOUTH  AFRICA. 

H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  in  South  Africa  (Mr.  \V.  G.  W'ickham)  has 
forwarded,  under  date  18th  August,  a  copy  of  a 
Report  on  the  Manganese  Deposits  in  the  South- 
Western  District  of  the  (’ape  Province,  which  iias 
Ijeen  drawn  up  by  the  Assistant  Ins])ector  of  Mines, 
Pretoria  District.  Most  of  the  deposits  are  to  lie 
found  between  Worcestei'  and  the  Cape  Peninsula,  and  of  those  visited  by 
the  Assistant  Inspector  the  greater  number  are  situated  on  the  top  or  on  the 
higher  slopes  of  mountains,  the  manganese  occurring  in  the  sandstone 
which  forms  the  caps  of  the  Table  Mountain.  So  far  as  could  lie  judged 
from  surface  indications  and  the  amount  of  development  work  done, 
only  three  deposits  seem  of  an}*  extent,  namely,  the  deposits  at  Caledon, 
Houts’  Bay.  and  Du-Toit’s  Kloof.  In  these  three  deposits  the  approxi¬ 
mate  percentage  of  manganese  varies  from  30  to  40,  and  the  approximate 
fiercentage  of  iron  from  9  to  22.  These  results  were  obtained  from  clean 
liand-sorted  ore.  The  Caledon  ore  seems  to  lie  very  much  more  extensive 
than  any  ot  the  others,  and  the  tire  there  can  be  quarried,  whereas  in  the 
case  of  the  other  deposits  vein  mining  would  have  to  be  performed.  The 
total  phosphorus  present  in  the  ore  is  very  high,  being  about  ten  times  as 
much  as  is  usually  present  in  ores  used  for  making  spiegeleisen,  and  they 
are  therefore  quite  unsuitable  for  that  purpose.  They  could,  however,  be 
used  for  the  manufacture  of  phosphorettic  metal  which  could  be  utilised  in 
the  basic  steel  process.  (D.C.I.  45,071.)

Gasoline  from  Geological  Survey,  the  year  1916  was  one  of  marked 

NT  ol  Pqq  in  expansion  in  the  natural-gas  gasoline  industry  in  the 
United  States.  T’he  quantity  of  raw  gasoline  extracted 
from  natural  gas  and  sold  in  1916  was  104,212,809  gals., 
valued  at  14,408,201  dols.,  as  compared  with  65,364,665  gals,  in  1915,  valued 
at  5.150,823  dols.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  in  1916  there  was  an  increase  of 
59  per  cent,  in  output  and  of  180  per  cent,  in  value  over  1915.  The  volume 
of  natural  gas  from  which  the  1916  output  of  gasoline  was  recovered  is 
estimated  at  more  than  208.80C*,000,000  cubic  feet. 

The  number  of  plants  for  extracting  gasoline  from  natural  gas  in  the 
United  States  increased  from  414  at  the  beginning  of  1916  to  594  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  and  the  combined  daily  capacity  of  all  plants  increased  from 
232,336  galls,  to  484,448  galls,  in  the  year.  (D.C.I.  47,510.)

CHINA. 

H.M.  Consul-General  at  Canton  (Mr.  J.  W.  Jamieson,  C.M.G.J  writes,  under 
date  13th  August,  that  a  member  of  the  New  York 
Conditioning  House  recently  visited  Canton  and 
endeavoured  to  influence  the  silk  producers  there  in 
favour  of  certain  simple  innovations  by  which  the 
value  of  their  raw  silk  might  be  greatly  enhanced. 
His  chief  points  were: — The  hanks  of  raw  silk  from  Canton  are  made  on  a 
swift  of  inconvenient  size  for  American  manufacturers  to  handle;  they 
contain  “  gums  ”  caused  by  being  passed  over  angle-edged  bars  on  the  swift 
instead  of  round-edged  ones,  and  by  being  left  on  the  swift  over  night ;  an 
unsnitable  kind  of  binding  thread  frequently  renders  the  hank  useless  by 
becoming  entangled  with  it ;  broken  threads  are  difficult  to  pick  up  owing 
to  the  faulty  cross-winding  device  and  the  absence  of  the  modern  system  of 
tying;  and  the  Canton  pattern  of  spinning  machinery  is  primitiye  and 
productive  of  much  unevenness  and  of  various  kinds  of  defects  in  the 
thread. 

A  cinematograph  lecture  on  the  subject  was  given,  to  which  local  silk- 
dealers  were  invited.  It  is.  however,  regarded  as  highly  improbable  that 
any  change  in  local  methods  will  result,  owing  to  the  conservatism  and 
mutual  jealousy  of  the  producers,  to  whom  these  complaints  are  not  new, 
and  to  the  fact  that,  in  spite  of  these  complaints,  an  easy  market  is  invariably 
found  for  the  entire  output,  the  volume  of  w’hich  producers  do  not  seem 
anxious  to  increase.  (D.C.I.  47,738.)

H.M.  Commercial  Attache  at  Yokohama  (Mr.  E.  F.  Crowe,  C.M.G.)  reports, 
P  ndiiction  of  under  date  10th  August,  that  according  to  a  recent 
Q  fnhnr-i/*  AmA  article  in  the  local  piress  the  increased  export  of 
‘  sulphuric  acid  from  Japan  to  Russia  and  China  since 
the  beginning  of  this  year,  has  led  to  steadily  advancing  prices  of  this 
commodity  in  Japan,  and  a  considerably  increased  output.  Several  manu¬ 
facturers  of  fertilisers  have  reduced  their  output  and  are  devoting  their 
energies  to  the  production  of  sulphuric  acid,  w’hile  a  number  of  companies 
have  been  established  for  the  production  of  this  chemical  alone. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  rate  of  production  of  sulphuric  acid  in  Japan  at 
present  is  some  582,500  tons  per  annum.  Of  this  quantity  about  421,(X)0  tons 
are  consumed  by  manufacturers  in  the  production  of  sulphate  of  ammonia, 
hydrochloric  acid,  etc.,  leaving  some  160,000  tons  available  for  general 
requirements  in  the  country,  which  are  about  100,000  tons  a  year.  'I'hus 
there  are  about  60,000  tons  available  for  export.  It  is  taken  for  granted 
that  on  the  conclusion  of  the  war  the  export  trade  will  fall  off,  and  it  is  also 
probable  that  there  will  be  a  considerable  decline  in  domestic  requirements. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  output  of  sulphuric  acid  m  Japan,  if  continued  at 
the  pre.sent  rate  of  production,  wHl  be  some  100,000  tons  in  excess  of  the 
demand,  on  the  resumption  of  normal  conditions.  (D.C.I.  45,339.)

UNEMPLOYMENT  INSURANCE. 

Decision  by  the  Umpire. 

Pursuant  to  paragraph  (5)  of  the  Unemployment  Insurance  (Umpire) 
Regulations,  the  Minister  of  Labour  hereby  gives  Notice  of  the  following 
decision  by  the  Umpire  on  questions  whether  contributions  are  payable;— 

A.  The  Umpire  has  decided  that  contributions  ARE  PAYABLE  in 

respect  of; — 

23!)0X.  Workmen  engaged  wholly'  or  mainly  in  refining  mineral  or 
vegetable  (including  edible)  oils. 

B.  The  Umpire  has  decided  that  contribntions  ARE  NOT  PAYABLE 

in  respect  of : — 

2391.  Workmen  (other  than  those  covered  by  decisions  A.  1699  X  (“  Board 
of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  the  Jlst  August,  1916)  and  A.  2390  X.  above)  engaged 
wholly  or  mainly  in  making  margarine  or  other  butter  substitutes. 

Note. — Decisions  in  which  the  Umpire  has  decided  that  contributions  are 
payable  under  the  National  Insurance  (Part  II.)  (Mimition  Workers)  Act, 
1916,  are  indicated  by  the  letter  X  at  the  end  of  the  number,  e.g.,  1554X. 
Contributions  under  these  decisions  are  payable  as  from  the  4th  September, 
1916. 

Where  no  reference  is  given  to  an  Application,  the  question  has  been 
decided  by  the  Umpire,  without  notice,  as  a  matter  not  admitting  of  reason¬ 
able  doubt,  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (2)  of  the  Unemployment  Insurance 
(Umpire)  Regulations. 

Decisions  relating  to  individual  workmen  which  raise  no  question  of 
general  interest,  or  which  merely  apply  a  principle  laid  down  in  a  previoua 
decision,  are  not  published. 
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
